Manila Hit

10 Inches Of Rain 
Fall In 15 Hours 


MANILA, Aug. 26—Oft—Ten inch­ 
es of rain in 15 hours have flooded 
90 per cent of this capital and, as 
the one to three-foot-deep waters 
receded, at leart eight dead were 
counted. 
Six bodies were recovered from 
flooded Manila streets. Two per­ 
sons drowned in the provinces. 
The sudden t r o p i c a l storm, 
whipped by heavy winds, injur­ 
ed 14 others. Three were miss­ 
ing. 
Swollen rivers and streams swept 
away rows of homes and wooden 
bridges. Thousands of workers in 
the city of one million persons were 
marooned for hours in waist-high, 
swirling waters.

British Jet 
Bomber Sets 
New Records 


Epic Flight Mod« 
Between Ireland 
And Newfoundland

Ocean and back.Tuesday in slightly 
more than 10 hours. 
The double crossing in a single 
day was the first in history.

The whole trip of 4,144 miles took

The plane fought 100-mile-an hour 
headu inds on its east to west flight, 
but w as helped by them on the trip 
home.

THE CANBERRA bomber waa 
refueled during its two-hour stop in 
Newfoundland. 
With unfavorable head winds, the 
flight from Northern Ireland to 
Newfoundland took 4 hours 38 min­ 
utes. The prevailing winds normal­ 
ly favor planes heading eastward 
over the Atlantic. 
The twin-jet bomber belongs to 
the Royal Air Force, was ploted 
by Wing Comd.

STATISTICAL BUREAU of the D epart­ 
m ent of Labor turned loose an unrevealed 
num ber of government employees ringing 
the doorbells of 15,180 homes in 91 cities of 
various sizes and cam e up with the follow­ 
ing statistics: 
The average family earned $4,300 in 1950, 
but spent $4,700, going into debt $400 in 
maintaining a higher standard of living 
than earnings justified. Then the govern­ 
ment coordinators em erged with the con­ 
clusion that the statistics m ay be erroneous 
because of the piecemeal sampling. 
Other departm ents of the governm ent 
have proclaimed that the savings of t h e 
Am erican people are at an all-time high 
dollar volume, which contradicts the gov­ 
ern m en t’s figures showing the people have 
been spending more than they earned. 
This is additional evidence as to why the 
federal government has m ore than 2.6 mil­ 
lion employees, a high percentage of \yhom 
are engaged in unnecessary activities. By 
denying enlarged appropriations Congress 
succeeded in getting rid of a few hundred 
defense departm ent propagandists. The Air 
Force now announces 7.000 civilian jobs 
will be eliminated as totally unnecessary. 
The military services have established a 
notorious record in hiring tens of thousands 
m ore civilian employees than they need. 
Congress should resum e pruning govern­ 
m ent jobs when it m eets in Janu ary , by 
cutting off appropriations for salaries.

Until recently, a person with 
this type of disease was put to bed 
and fed a diet high in proteins, 
such as m eats, eggs, and cheese, 
and also high in carbohydrates, 
such as starches and sugar. 
This type of patient usually 
has such a poor appetite, how­ 
ever, with such profound nausea 
and vomiting, that this fine diet 
may not do him much good. 
Much of the difficulty in treat- 


provement in all cases. Starting 
on this type of therapy seemed to 
change the course of this disease 
for the better within a few days. 
These hormones alacf Increase 
the ability of the liver to form 
glycogen (a sugar) for this pur­ 
pose, and use starches, and thua 
help it greatly in regaining its 
health. 
However, they are powerful 
drugs th a t can have their com­ 
plications when used in liver dis­ 
ease. Therefore, they must be 
used only in carefully selected 
cases and only under the direc­ 
tion of a physician.

Then the govern­ 
ment coordinators em erged with the con­ 
clusion that the statistics m ay be erroneous 
because of the piecem eal sampling. 


Other departments of the government 
have proclaimed that the savings of t h e 
American people are at an all-time high 
dollar volume, which contradicts the gov­ 
ernm ent’s figures showing the people have 
been spending more than they earned. 


This is additional evidence as to why the 
federal government has more than 2.6 mil­ 
lion employees, a high percentage of \yhom 
are engaged in unnecessary activities. By 
denying enlarged appropriations Congress 
succeeded in getting rid of a few hundred 
defense department propagandists. The Air 
Force now announces 7,000 civilian jobs 
will be eliminated as totally unnecessary. 


The military services have established a 
notorious record in hiring tens of thousands 
m ore civilian em ployees than they need. 
Congress should resum e pruning govern­ 
m ent jobs when it m eets in January, by 
cutting off appropriations for salaries.

B ut doses of new ly-discov­ 
ered horm ones perk up th a t a p ­ 
petite as well as the p a tie n t’s 
general outlook, and this m ay 
have a lot to do w ith clearing up 
the liver disease. 
Liver Infection, or hepatitis, Is 
a fairly frequent type of Infec­ 
tion. It Is usually due to a virus, 
and 
may 
follow blood 
tra n s­ 
fusions. The liver generally be­ 
comes enlarged and the person 
feels extrem ely tired, listless, and 
com pletely lacking In energy. His 
skin tu rn s yellow with jaundice, 
the bowel discharge is light- 
colored, and the urine Is ex­ 
trem ely dark. 


H igh-Protein Diet 
Until recently, a person w ith 
this type of disease was put to bed 
and fed a diet high In proteins, 
such as m eats, eggs, and cheese, 
and also high in carbohydrates, 
such as starches and sugar. 
This type of p atien t usually 
has such a poor appetite, how ­ 
ever, w ith such profound nausea 
and vom iting, th a t th is fine diet 
m ay not do him m uch good. 
Much of the difficulty In tre a t­ 
ing these patients, It is believed, 
is due to th e fact th a t th e body 
does not receive the food sub­ 
stances needed to help the liver 
repair itself. T h a t is why it is im ­ 
p o rtan t to correct a poor appe­ 
tite and nausea so th a t the p a­ 
tien t can . adequately fight his 
disease. 
Recently, the horm ones ACTH 
and cortisone have been used to 
tre a t severe liver Infections in 


,w hich patients failed to respond 
to the usual treatm ents and be­ 
came steadily worse. It was found 
in all these cases th a t ACTH con­ 
siderably increased the patient'! 
feeling of well-being, and also in ­ 
creased appetite and food intake. 


Improvement Shown 
Blood tests to determ ine the 
effect on the liver showed Im­ 
provem ent in all cases. S tartin g 
on this type of therapy seemed to 
change the course of this disease 
for the better w ithin a few days. 
These horm ones alscf increase 
the ability of the liver to form 
glycogen (a sugar) for this pu r­ 
pose, and use starches, and thus 
help It greatly in regaining its 
health. 
However, they are powerful 
drugs th a t can have th eir com ­ 
plications when used In liver dis­ 
ease. Therefore, they m ust be 
used only in carefully selected 
cases and only under the direc­ 
tion of a physician. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


V. w W.: F o r .th e past few 
m onths I .have been suffering 
from dj^zy spells w hich'com e on 
very suddenly, and for no ap p a r­ 
ent reason. C an you tell me w hat 
causes the dizziness and w hat I 
can do for it? 
Answer: T here are m any causes 
of dizziness, am ong w hich are 
constipation, high blood pressure, 
heart, and kidney trouble. 
It would be advisable for you to 
have a thorough physical exam i­ 
nation to determ ine w hether or 
not any of these conditions are 
present. You should have your 
blood pressure taken and your 
urine exam ined. T hen it will be 
possible to suggest the proper 
treatm en t.

This Fall promises to be a good 
hunting season for Pickaway Coun­ 
ty nimrods. 
A game survey completed by
